HOW MUCH WATER? 

The amount of water needed to pene- 
trate lo the moUt subscfil will depend 
on the type of ioil and the amount of 
moistiire akeady in it* The oaly so<ind 
test h to uac a long trowel or somethuig 
^mllar to examine the icfii, and make 
jure that the moisture has travelled 
well down. 

Check a few areas^ as. drier peaces 
near tree« may take longer to wet, but 
try not to disturb the roil unduly when 
it Js wet. Later you wilt know by cJtpcfi- 
ence how much ii needed. 

THE BEST WAY TO WATER 

Altho^tgh a thorough soaking is in- 
valuabk, it must be appbed gently and 
lor a reasfmably long time. The water 
should fall gently^ not itir up the sotA. 

This il importaal, for in heavy soils 
clay particles agitated with water form 
mud which packs tightly when set, and 
pugs up or suffocates mots and geneiatty 
destroy i the hcaJthy^ crumbly jtruciure 
«( the soil. 

In sandy soi^ too heavy watering 
washa out humus, leaves &oU poorer. 

Some people protest that heavy hoft* 
iag ii jto different from heavy min, 
and while thett is nothing unnatural 
about hestvy rain it is unnatural for the 
toil to be exposed to it, Mo&t soils in 
their natural state are co^iered widi 
either a layer of leaves, of low dense 
growth J or ntoneii, which buffer ihe force 
of heavy downpours aiid allow the 
waier to enter gendy, 

Mon; liberties can be taken where 
mulches protect the sur^ce of the gar- 
den^ but in all cases a good general rule 
ii that watering should be genile enough 
to allow water to soak into the ioil with* 
out lying in pucfdiea or disjurblng ihe 
iutfatc. 

Thus^ the ideal spriiikler is one that 
evenly cKr^ra. a wide area and^ when left 
on for an hour or two, lets the water 
gradually seep into the soiL 

Where testrictio&i allow only hand- 
held holelj try to devise a syitematic 
way of hosing the garden, dividing it
